The Rev. B. Spiers has just published in a neat volume three addresses" 
delivered in connection with Talmud classes conducted by him in the Beth 
Hammedrash and in Bayswater. “ The Threefold Cord” contains a sum- 
mary of tractates Sanhedrin, Baba Metsia and Baba Bathra, and will afford 
useful reading to those unacquainted with the contents of these portions of 
the Talmud. Mr. Spiers considers that an adequate translation of the 
Talmud into English is impossible. In this opinion we fully concur, but 
this does not preclude the possibility of simple and clear expositions of the 
results of complicated Talmudical arguments. Mr. Spiers attempts no criti- 
cal investigations into the constitution of the Synhedria ¢.g,, and the works 
of Schiirer and others are not utilised. The second part of the word {17720 — 
is the Greek hedrion, not hedron as printed on page 1. Mr. Spiers embel- 
lishes his volume with a collection of Proverbs tuken from the three treatises 
dealt with. These are translated and explained, and a brief analysis of the 
“ Eight Chapters” of Maimonides is added. It will thus be seen that 
Mr. Spiers’ latest volume has the merit of variety of contents and treat-

JEWISH NURSES, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH OHRONICLE ” 

Sir,—I am glad to find from the article in your issue of last Friday that the 
action of the Board of Guardians, in taking up the question of providing Jewish 
nurses for our poor, meets with your approval, and I trust that we may rely in 
due course also on your advocacy. 

It is certain that the Board will need all the support it can enlist towards the 
considerable cost which this additional duty will involve,—and which with the 


present heavy drain on its slender resources owing to causes which I am sure it is" 


unnecessary to enumerate, it can ill-afford to bear—so that I welcome very grate- 
fully the letter of your correspondent “‘ F ” on the same subject. 

“F” deplores that no result followed when she called attention some two 
years ago to the want of Jewish nurses that existed among our poor. The barren 
result was doubtless not due to any disbelief.as to the necessity for the nurses. It 
was more probably attributable to the fact that while the need was then, as now, 
recognised, there was no one who would undertake the arduous toil of raising the 
funds, and the unostentatious work of perfecting the organisation. Trained 
nurses are not to be found amongst us ready made, and the want is not to be 
supplied by,drafting resolutions recorditig what the late Lord Iddesleigh would 
have called the pious opinion that it is desirable to provide nurses for our poor, 
nor by forming committees to pass these resolutions. It has been well said that 


Noah’s ark would even now not have been completed if it had been left to a 


Committee. 


[ hope and believe, however, that now that the Board of Guardians has taken 
up the subject eomething will be done in the direction required. Since the Board 
adopted the report of the Executive Committee on the subject of the medical 
relief of the poor, wherein attention was called to the want of Jewish nurses, our 
zealous Honorary Secretary, Mr. Lionel Alexander, andI have been in communi- 
cation with several ladies, able, and I am glad to say also willing, to give us valuable 
help and advice; and although it will necessarily be some time before any per- 
fected organisation can be brought into operation, I am sanguine that. soon after 
the recess we shall be able to report to the Board that some practical arrange- 
ments have. been completed, and that, at all events, a beginning will have been 
made to meet the want to which Mr. Alexander called attention in his report.

RUSSIAN JEWISH EMIGRATION AND MEXICO. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,”’ 


Sin,—The Rev. Henry Cohen, of Galveston, Texas, in a speech delivered by 
him at the last meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association, stated that “the Gov- 
ernment of Mexico would welcome 5,000 Jewish families, but he would not recom- 
mend that country, as itsGovernment was somewhat inimical to the Jews.” , 

My sons, who have been for several years established in the City of Mexico, 
and are in constant business communication with the Government, long ago 
obtained a concession from that Government granting land, coupled with other 
advantages, for a very large number of Russian Jewish immigrants. Ina letter to 
Baron de Hirsch, copy of which is, I believe, in the possession of the Anglo-Jewish

Sir,—Mr. Joseph Prag charges me with imputing a false statement to him. 
Let me put this to the test. 

On the 19th June Mr. Michael A. Green wrote: “Clearly their primary 
object is the foundation of a Jewish State, and without minimising the philan- 
thropic intentions of the Association, the proposed importation of the Russian 
Jews into Palestine (which is essential to the growth of the State) is a 
secondary consideration. I state this because, if by a miracle the Russian perse- 
cutions should cease to-morrow, the Chovevi Zion Association would still be 

ledged by its articles to the Colonisation by Jews of Palestine and its neigh- 
uring territories.” (The italics are mine). To this Mr. Prag writing as the 
“Commander East End Tent” replied, ‘‘ Mr. Green is quite right in saying that 
even if by a miracle the persecutions in Russia were to cease the Chovevi Zion 
would still be pledged by its articles to the Colonisation by Jews, of Palestine and 
its neighbouring territories.” It is extraordinary that if Mr. Prag, at the time of 
writing that letter, did not consider the primary object of his Association was 
indeed the foundation of a Jewish State, he should quote with approval part of 
Mr. Green’s words without explicitly refuting the rest of the paragraph which 


referred to the foundation of the Jewish State. Further on in the same letter Mr. 


Prag wrote, “‘ We wish to see once more the Children of Israel living in and 
tilling their own land, and we believe that while the Russian Czar has certainly 
by his brutalities brought the subject into greater prominence than it otherwise 
would have obtained, the revival of the national aspirations among Jews has 
been going on for a very considerable time, and would have found vent in any 
case.”

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DALSTON SYNAGOGUE RELIGION CLASSES, 


(Qn Sanday last the Annual Distribution of Prizes to the pupils attending the 
Dalston Synagogue Religion Classes was held in the Vestibule of the Synagogue, 
which was crowded to excess, The Rev. Dr. ADLER, Chief Rabbi, presided, anq 
among those present were Mrs. Stern (sister of the Chief Rabbi), Reva. A. A. Green 
and J. Lesser, Mesers. A.G. Aaron, J. Berg, M. Boas, J. Birn, and M. A. Rozelaar, 

The Rev. H. GoLLANCz opened the proceedings by reading the 19th Psalm, 
after which Naphtali Morris recited the Ten Commandments in Hebrew. 

The Rev. H. GoLLANCz then read the Report which stated that during the past 
session the Classes had met on 32 occasions on Sunday morning between eleven ang 
one o'clock, and that the number attending had been between 70 and 80. The in. 
struction is available to all who wish to attend, whether children of the members of 
the Synagogae or not. During the past year the subjects taught in the Senior 
Class were the Books of Samuel, the Ten Commandments in Hebrew and a thorough 
explanation of them, the Hebrew Calendar, and compositions in various Biblical and 
religious subjects. The Junior Class was engaged in the study of the Bible from 
the Creation to the death of Samson, the Ten Commandments in English with 
their meaning, and parts of the Hebrew Calendar. The awards of the prizes were 
based not exclusively upon the result of the examination (particularly in the Junior 
Class) but also upon the general application and perseverance displayed during the 

ear. 

The Carer Rasst, after distributing the prizes, addressed the meeting, and 
said that he would refer to the reasons which prompted him in directing their 
gathering to be held in the vestibule rather than in the synagogue. For a cere. 
monial to take place in the synagogue it should be of a strictly sacred character, and 
should be made as impressive and solemn as possible. If the children were to be 
examined on the teachings of their religion, and if a religious address was to be de. 
livered to them, the ceremonial might well take place within the sacred walls of 
the synagogue, but where it was a case of the children receiving the rewards of 


their exertions, a ceremony which would naturally tend to the expression of the - 


youthful joy in the shape of applause and which would be followed by speeches, it 
would not be proper to the synagogue. It was of the highest importance at all 
times to guard against taking any step which would impair the sentiment of rever- 
ence in thesynagogue. Referring to the number of the distributions which were 


held in connection with the several religion classes, Dr. Adler eaid that it was | 


worthy of careful consideration whether it would not be advisable to concentrate 
these gatherings. He thought that it would distinctly increase the interest in the 
ceremonial if a single distribution could be arranged at which the prize-holders of 
all the various classes could all attend, to make a‘ field-day ” of the occasion, and so 
prevent the “ distribution of prizes ” from becoming humdrum and the opportunity 
the constant repetition of well-worn platitudes. Only on the previous Friday even- 
ing he searched the pages of the Jewish Chronicle, endeavouring to find an inspira- 
tion for something new to say to them, and he was struck by the importance of the 
words which Mr. F. D. Mocatta addressed to a similar gathering on the previous 
Sunday in connection with the West London Synagogue of British Jews. Neither 
the words nor the ideas were new, but he yet read them with delight and with 
joy. ’ Mr. Mocatta spoke of the paramount importance of the observances 

n Judaism. Mr. Mocatta said, take away the observances and Judaism falls to the 

round, and also pointed to the necessity for a better knowledge of the Hebrew 

anguage, that wonderful bond of union amongst all Jews. Those words were 
spoken at the synagogue identified with “ Reform,” but they were words which 
should be constantly repeated in every orthodox place of worship. Happily there 
was no fear for English Judaism,when such sentiments,thoroughly sincerely spoken 
as they knew, were made the subject of the address at a gathering similar to theirs. 


| He earnestly hoped that the all-importance of the observances in the preservation 


of Judaism and the momentousness of teaching Hebrew to all Jewish children 
would be steadily born in mind. Those were the reasons which had prompted the 
establishment of their classes ; the zeal and ardour with which the Rev. H. Gollancz 
devoted himself to the movement, and the earnestness with which the pupils 
devoted themselves to the studies to which the classes were consecrated. Address- 


ing the children Dr. Adler said he would impress upon them the importance of the 


words of counsel which David addressed to his son Solomon when he was but 
thirteen years of age, ‘‘Know thou the God of thy Father, and serve him witha 
perfect heart and with a willing mind.”. This was the exhortation he would lay to 
their hearts. Not alonein what they learntin those classes but in their general 
schools, when the wonders of God in the Creation and in the action of God as dis- 
closed in history was unfolded to them, should they be ever prepared to acknow- 
ledge the existence of the Supreme Being who guided their destinies. They must 
love God with every fibre of their hearts and every aspiration of their minds. The 
only return they could make to God for his infinite mercies was an ever willing 
readiness to keep his commandments. At present all was sunshine to them, but 
later in life when the sunshine of their existence would be clouded with trouble, 
only a knowledge and love of the Lord and a perfect trast in Him would truly 
strengthen them. A quiet conscience and the feeling that one had done one’s best 
was a true support in trouble, To strive to deserve the favour of God should be 
tLe aim of their existence and they would earn those blessings which alone could 
make truly rich and with which there was no sorrow in the grave,—(Cheers.) 

Mr. J. BEkG, in moving a vote of thanks to Dr. Adler, said that the members 
of the Dalston Synagogue hoped that the Chief Rabbi would frequently repeat his 
cid the synagogue, not alone in connection with the classes but also to their 
pulpit. 

The resolution was seconded by Mr. B. KirscHpauM, and supported by the 
Rev. A. A. GREEN, of Sunderland, who said that it afforded him peculiar pleasure 
to be present at the distribution of prizes to the pupils of the Rev. H. Gollancz. 
for there was no Jewish minister for whom he entertained greater respect. His mind 
reverted to the time when he was a pupil at Jews’ College, and whenever it became 
necessary to reinforce the regular staff of teachers no one was so welcome 4% 
Hermann Gollancz, whose lessons were always bright and instructive. 


The Rev. Dr. ADLER, in acknowledging the vote, said thatthe presence of the — 


Rev. A. A. Green, one of his most active and zealous provincial ministers, reminded 
him that he should have rather been in the North of England, where he had im- 
portant and momentous duties to perform, but he hoped to pay his-pastoral visit to 
the provinces shortly after the ensuing Holydays.

_ thanks was carried by acclamation to the Rev. H. Gollancz. 


The Rev. H, GoLLANcz, in acknowledging the vote, urged upon the parents the 
necessity of sending their children regularly to the Classes. The benefits derived 
from them would be materially diminished if there was no continuity of attendance. 
He would impress upon the parents the necessity of not permitting Hebrew to be 
considered as secondary in importance in the education of their children, and also to 
insist upon their children reading the history of the Biblical Heroes, if not 
wipe, Bo in the week, at any rate on the Sabbath.

Pinero in the Royal Academy. It is not generally known that Mr, Pinero is 
ecended from Portuguese Jews, his great grandfather having been a professing 
Jew, a circumstance in which Mr. Pinero takes some pride. 

The title of the work which Professor Duff is preparing for the press is “ Old 
Testament Theology ; or the History of Hebrew Religion from the year 800 B.C.”

Jews,”

The organ of M. Georges Théotoky, Ex-Minister of the Interior—I will not 
trouble your readers with the Greek name of the paper, but its English equiva- 
lent is “ Truth”—published in its issue of yesterday a paragraph, in which it 
sought to arouse religious passions by vehemently denouncing M. Gennadius, our 
Minister in London, for attending, as it believed, the installation of Dr, Adler 
as Chief Rabbi of England. It is regrettable that a statesman so enlightene 
and of so high a moral character as M. Tricoupis should count among his par- 
liamentary adherents a man like M. Théotoky, who bases his political influence 
on fanaticism and intolerance. It is time to abandon these proceedings which do 
harm not only to Jews but to public order in general. The passions originally 
excited against the Jews are spreading against all who do not profess the domi- 
nant faith. In fact yesterday at midnight, the vestry of the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral was set on fire, and if the firemen had not promptly arrived, the valu 
able archives of the Cathedral would have become. a prey to the flames. May 
God preserve us from the sad effects of religious fanaticism ! 


The apprehensions which had been felt that the municipal elections might be 
marked by an anti-Semitic outbreak have, luckily, proved unfounded. It appears 
that all Jews voted on Sunday without molestation. A Vienna correspondent 
had announced that fresh disturbances were probable in Corfu, but he was in all 


likelihood misled by those who wished to prevent the return of the exiled Jews. 
A great number of these are petitioning the Greek. Government for funds for — 


their return home. Ina few days about 150 will return from Alexandria, where 
the Greek agent provided them with the sums they required. The reasons of the 
unpopularity of the Jews are chiefly political. ‘They always support the party in 
power, “as. though,” it is said here, “ they were living in an ,unconstitutional 
country,” and thus have made enemies of the supporters of both sides, espeeially 
in the [onian Islands, where party feeling runs very high.—Daily News.

CONGREGATIONAL SINGING. 


Tae enthusiastic advocates of the culture in the Synagogue of what may be 
justly and accurately styled ‘congregational singing,” will not fail to 
derive much encouragement from the reflections induced by the current 
celebration of the Jubilee of the Tonic Sol-fa movement. The friends of that 
movement have been recently jubilant over the flattering comment passed 
by an eminent authority on worship-music, who remarked that the earnest 
and unceasing struggle to join in the simple hymnody of a dissenting body, 
from which arose the system which now numbers its enthusiastic students 
ind adherents by tens of thousands, has done more to give voice and ear a 
worthy training than all the listening to grand music among sects that 
uffect an elaborate organisation and a repertory of aspiring and intricate com- 
Poaitions. This avowal, wrung from a prominent member of one of the 
Communities thus characterised as aiming above the heads of the people, is 
out by the remark of the founder of the movement, the late Mr. 
"RWEN, who tells us that when a young minister, in 1840, his attention 
"asdrawn to music through wishing to teach the children of his flock to 
“ing, chiefly with the design of making them love the religion class. Next 
Jeat, the jubilee of which was the cause of the present celebration, there was 
op of ministers and teachers of various denominations held at 
which when much was said as to the need of congregational singing in 
"0 all alike, “young men and maidens, old men and children,” might 


join, Mr. Corwen, haying given evidence of his enthysiasm for the task, 


was solemnly charged by the Conterence with the aims which he so nobly 
carried out. When we learn that about forty compilations of sacred music 
have been issued in the Tonic Sol-fa notation by various religious bodies, we 
can gauge the spiritual value of a movement that has made the reading of 
music as easy to hundreds of thousands as the reading of a newpaper. It is a 
singular coincidence that on the occasion of the Tonic Sol-fa jubilee, comme- 
morating fifty years of school work witha religious aim among the English- 
speaking peoples, the first singing book for schools with a religious aim 
for use among English-speaking Jews should see the light, and make a fea- 
ture of presenting its music in the garb of the Tonic Sol-fa as well as in 
the universal musical notation, | ; 

It is to be hoped that the cultivation of worship - music 
among ourselves will yet show further coincidences of a gratifying 
character, and that the wide gulf between the state of congregational 


song with us and with our fellow-countrymen may rapidly be bridged over. The — 


subject has not been overlooked during thelast few years, as contributions to our 
columns have periodically evidenced. Itis not alone within the bounds of our 
own ¢ommunity that this question has of late come into prominence, as 
the recent estatlishment of a society in the Church of England for increasing 
the share of the congregation to the extent of entirely eliminating that of 
the choir, will testify. Certainly the essential solution of the problem lies in 
an aim of that kind. For there are two distinct and opposed directions in 
which worship-music may develope itself. The first, and spiritually less 


desirable, is that in which the utterance of prayer and praise becomes more 


and more limited to those whose original function was the mere leading and 
guidance of the congregation at large—with us these would be the Chazan 
and the choir of men {and boys. Ifcertain conditions are fulfilled, sucha 
limitation may be not simply attended by great beauty and splendour, but 
also by sublime and impressive solemnity. These conditions are that the 
official singers who monopolise the sacred music shall be individually very 
highly efficient and collectively very highly trained. What results may then 
be achieved may be observed in Cathedrals, where the singing is entrusted 
to persons who come to it as professional musicians, and constantly devote 
considerable time to training and to practice. But such an organisation can 
only be kept up at an expense far beyond the means of our synagogues, 
although, indeed, our German brethren are often successful in reaching the 
same end with comparative economy, by insisting that every candidate for 


the position of Chazan shall be not merely a vocalist, but also a cultivated 
and competent musician. | 


Congregational, as opposed to choral, singing on the other hand, while 
deficient in the esthetic charms lent by high artistic culture, is graced 
by a spontaneity and a comprehensive inclusion of all worshippers alike that 
lend it broad and massive effects, and profoundly stir the religious emotions 
of those who earnestly take part in it. Yet it need not be, therefore, devoid 
of the more delicate beauties, and it is pleasant to notice that the steps so 
far taken to promote congregational singing in our synagogues have tended 
to combine solemnity with refinement, and universality with care in rendering. 
Of this character have been the preparation by hands not less competent than 


zealous of the collection of suitable melodies known as the ‘“‘ Handbook of 


Synagogue} Music,” and the initiation of regular meetings of some of the 
congregants for the practice and preparation of the sacred chants, like those 
held in connection with the St. John’s Wood Synagogue. If this latter 
meritorious movement could be further developed, a happy state of affairs 


would be reached in which, as already shown in a modest way at the © 


Hammersmith Synagogue, the usual choir of men and boys could be dis- 
pensed with. It has been more than once demonstrated in these columns 
how feasible would be the introduction, how economical the retainment, and 
how valuable both the religious and musical results, of a system already moat 
advantageously pursued in many earnest congregations, notably among 
Presbyterians. According to this system the choir, as usually understood, 
is replaced by a levy of volunteers, often including all the young women and 
most of the young men attached to the congregation. These are divided into 


relays of as many as the space allotted to the choristers will accommodate. 


While all attend the regular practices of the worship-music, these relays take 
turn and turn about to occupy the choir gallery for a month or six weeks, the 
worshippers not happening to: be members of the relay “on duty” sitting 
meanwhile in their customary private seats. By this means opportunity is 
found for cultivating and utilising the religious and musical enthusiasm not of 
a mere handful but of a very large number; and while bringing together a small 
trained body under the immediate direction of the precentor, at the same time 


the method powerfully supports them by a larger trained body scattered among 


the congregation and so providing a nucleus of solemnity and harmony in every 
row of seats throughout the building. It is very significant that in the plans for 
the new Hampstead Synagogue, provision is made on one sideof the Ark for 
male, and onthe other for female choristers. We take it that it is intended to 


| adopt a system of congregational singing in that synagogue similar to the 
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one just sketched, and that in providing separate accommodation for ladies | 


ag well as gentlemen, the requirements of the members of the congregation 
taking part in the service in such a rotation of trained relays have been 
borne in mind. When what is avowedly an orthodox congregation, the 
small one in Camden Town, regularly takes advantage of the zeal of lady 
volunteers in the choral arrangements, it may be presumed that obstacles will 
not present themselves to the further development of congregational singing in 
which the daughters notless than the sons of Israel may earnestly join. 
The expressions made use of at the Central Synagogue meeting in May last 
would justify the expectation that the greater general musical culture and 
keener devotional sentiment reigning among women than among men will 
not as heretofore with strange perversity be ignored among Jews in 
ordering “ the service of song in the House of the Lorn.” eae 


JUDAISM IN ENGLAND. 


SERMON PREACHED AT THE BAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE BY THE REV. MELDOLA DE 
SOLA, OF MONTREAL, ON SALBATH, JULY 18TH, 1891. 


“How goodly aré thy tents, O Jacob, thy habitations, O Israel ! ” 

Such, my brethren, was the exclamation of one who was sent to curse our people, 
but whose imprecations were converted into blessings and expressions of admira- 
tion. I come to you animated with sentiments of a very different. character, and 
yet I can find few words that voice so truly the impression created by a contempla- 
tion of the status of this community. “ How-goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, thy 
habitations, O Israel!” On all sides evidences of prosperity and power, of influ- 
ence and honourable distinction. The land which once tortured the Jew and then 
bauished him, now recognises in him the loyal subject, the patriotic citizen, con- 
ferring upon him her highest honours, her proudest distinctions. Yet it is not so 
much with the condition of the Jew as with the aspect of Judaism that I am con- 
cerned; for the enjoyment of wealth and worldly power would be but slight cause for 
congratulation were religious degeneracy its accompaniment. But in England it 
cannot besaid that “ Jeshurun hath waxed fat and kicked,that he hath forsaken 
the God who made him, and esteemed lightly the Rock of his salvation.” The most 
prominent of your communal leaders are men with whom Judaism is not a mere 
nominal expression, a meaningless phrase, but a sincere profession, a living reality ; 
and where the leaders are faithful and staunch, where they set an example of con- 
sistency and devotion to the religion of their fathers, there need be little fear of 
the demeanour of the masses. Indeed it isa wise dispensation of Providence that 
when the wealthy and powerful are lax and degenerate, the salvation of Religion 
is accomplished by means of the less worldly fortunate, though more loyal, multi- 
tude. How favourably, then, must a visitor be impressed with the religious status 
of a community in which the rich as well as the poor, the influential as well as the 
socially unimportant, faithfully uphold the glorious teachings of traditional 
Judaism, and zealously preserve its time-honoured institutions. Seeing a camp so 
manifestly under the protection of the Almighty, a resting place in Israel’slong and 
weary Journeyings, in which general regard for religious observance renders the 
places of worship and the homes of the people as edifying to the spectator as was 
the array of tents in the wilderness to the son of Beor, he cannot but re-echo the 
words of to-day’s Sedrah, “ How goodly are thy tents, © Jacob, thy habitations, O 
Israel!” You may think, perhaps, that this is too bright a view of thesituation. It 
may occur to you that those more intimately acquainted with your circumstances 
than any stranger can possibly be, have frequently deplored the existence of irreligion 
in your midst, aud condemned the violation of various laws. I have no doubt that 
the institutions of our religion do not always receive that deferential regard to 
which their origin and authoritative character entitle them, nor am I unaware of 
the fact that theories subversive of Judaism have been advanced in the columns of 
the communal press from time to time, and that persistency and no little ingenuity 
have been displayed in the advocacy of a policy whose effect would be to destroy 
the traditional and distinctively Jewish character of our form of worship, and pro- 
mote its assimilation with that of the followers of other creeds. But, my dear 
brethren, the shortcomings or false ideas of individuals who form a small, if self- 
assertive, fraction of a community, must not be construed as an index of the general 
religious sentiment of that community. As well might we describea large family 
as irreligious because one or two of its members happened to be less observant 
than the others. Turn to the United States of America and consider the con- 
dition of Judaism in that country with ite large Jewish population, and then will 
- you realise how gratifying it must be to 
whose fondest wish is to see the religion of his fathers transmitted to posterity 

without a lessening of its glory, to behold here the conclusive evidences of a 
condition so infinitely more satisfactory. In America those who faithfully 
comply with the requirements of Judaism are unquestionably more powerful 
numerically than the lax and indifferent; but what of the majority of those 
congregations. whose members being influential stand before the world as repre- 
sentative of American Judaism? One of the wealthiest and most prominent’ of 
these congregations has been obliged to abandon its Sabbath morning service 
because of the impossibility of securing an attendance, and has substituted a 
service on the morning of the first day of the week. The minister of one of 
the leading temples in the City of New York makes the following remarkable 
admission :—‘t Mothers and children have unlearned how to pray. Sabbath rest 
with its cheering song has taken leave of our homes. The flower of iety has 
withered. Hence we sce religion at the freezing point, and the en ightened 
Jews on the brink of Atheism.” How different the condition that obtains here. 
If I may judge by the attendance at this service to-day, and by the attendance 
at this synagogue generally, the friends of religion truly have cause for rejoic- 
ing ; for although synagogue attendance is by no means the sum of our duty 
there is no truer index of the religious sentiment of a community than the 
manner in which public worship is attended. N ow, the restless lovers of inno- 


vation are continually pleading for what they choose to style “improvements” in 
our services because. as they allege, they wish to render hens attractive and 
popular. But, dear friends, we learn from the experience of congregations with 
services in which the music would not be unworthy of the operatic stage, and in 
which the vernacular has almost entirely superseded the sacred langu e, that the 
most artistic, most esthetic service will fail to attract permanently if there be not 
leep religious feeling fostered Kd domestic observance. And consequently although 
Our services are conducted in the most decorous and impressive manner, although 
ne prayers are recited with devotion and fervour, and although it has been your 
ware privilege to listen for many years to the exhortations of a preacher whose 

enensetnaan and eloquence are only equalled by his learning and piety, all these 

would have failed to attract a large attendance for any length of time had not the 
flame of religion been continually fed in your homes, 


But it is not merely the evidence which this excellent syn 
thus affords of the strong hold religion has taken upon tine as ar eee 
leading members of the community which impresses the visitor. He views with

Hore wa 
do not meet with the varied and innumerable rituals and sects 80 characteristic of 
American Judaism, because it does not lie within the power of the individual 
minister who wishes to gratify the lovers of change to alter at will the form of 
worship of our fathers. Indeed, it may be safely asserted that the existence of eccles. 
iastical authority, and the submission of the community to the fiat of Jewish law 
in all questions of dispute, have been the means of preserving Judaism in this 
country from the iconoclastic tendencies of America. For there the grading of 
our religion from ultra-conservatism to absolute rationalism is simply the inevit- 
able consequence of the fact that every man does what is right in his own eyes, 
and that every congregation may appoint a Ritual Committee with power to 
mutilate ad libitum. 

Having thus endeavoured to draw your attention to the characteristics that 
have won for the Jews of England so enviable a reputation, let me earnestly 
exhort you, my dear brethren, to guard most jealously in the future the bulwarks 
that have proved so effective in the past. When you hear plausible pleadings for 
additional attractiveness in our form of worship that it may be brought into 
harmony with the ideas of the cultured and enlightened, bear in mind that 
culture and enlightenment are only two often synonymous with infidelity and 
rationalism, and that to hope to eradicate irreligion by directing one’s energies 
to the ritual is about as logical as to attempt to cure a fever patient by the 
application of local remedies for the improvement of the complexion. Above all 
let your homes continue to be so many sanctuaries in which the Almighty's 
presence is ever recognised, in which the countless blessings He showers - 
upon you are unceasingly acknowledged. Let me entreat you not to suffer the 
flame on the domestic altar to be extinguished by the materialism of the day, let 
it never be said of you that “ mothers and children have unlearned how to pray.” 
Let your wives and daughters faithfully perform the sacred duty which devolves 
upon them of fostering religion in the home, let them not be led away, let 
them not be deceived, by the cry so popular with the advovates of innovation 
that they should participate more actively in the services of the synagogue. 
The dignity of woman was never yet enhanced by her assumption of masculine 
duties. The home is essentially her sphere, for there she reigns as queen and as 
priestess, And as the religion of the home is the indispensable condition without 
which the finest synagogue service would prove a failure, Judaism has conferred 
upon woman an honour that transcends any distinction which her would-be friends 
would bestow upon her, for it has assigned to her the all-important duty of guard- 
ing religion in its very citadel. 

Let me also express the fervent hope that the eminent man to whose counsel 
you have listened for so many years, and who has now been elevated to the most 
exalted position inthe community, may ever receive its faithful adherence and 
loyal support. I have alluded to the circumstance that the absence of ecclesiastical 
authority has been the fruitful cause of the unfortunate multiplication of rituals 
and sects in America ; and as the union of so many congregations under the juris- 
diction of one ecclesiastical chief is thus one of the brightest features of British 
Judaism, it is most devoutly to be hoped that the stability of that union will never 
be imperilled by the unyielding advocacy of anything that the law of which he is 
the represer.tative will not permit him to sanction. In the Ethics of the Fathers 
we read that the fear of our master, or teacher, should be even as the fear of 
Heaven ; and, therefore, as the Chief Rabbi is pre-eminently the teacher of those 
who have just given him their allegiance with such remarkable unanimity ; and, 
moreover, as the deep religious feeling which pervades this congregation is eloquent 
testimony to the character and excellence of his teachings, it is greatly to be de- 
sired that the communal good sense will frown down in no uncertain manner any 
attempt to criticise his decisions on the part of laymen or students fresh from col- 
lege who not unfrequently, expose the shallowness of their knowledge by arraying 
their opinions against those of men of profound learning and vast experience. 

With the religion of the home thus preserved, and with the invaluable safe- 
guard which the existence of ecclesiastical authority affords thus perpetuated, the 
future of the community cannot fail to be bright and glorious, The high estimate 
now formed of it by non-Jews will not undergo change, for it is a suggestive as 1t 
is an incontestable fact that the confidence and esteem with which we are regarded 
by those who differ from us in profession of faith increase or diminish as we respect 
or disregard the teachings of our religion. But not only will fidelity to Judaism 
thus ensure for the Jews of this country the continued good-will of their fellow 
citizens of other creeds, of infinitely greater importance is the fact that it will win 
for them the approval of the Almighty, for it will demonstrate that they are not 
forgetful of the manifold blessings which He has so graciously bestowed upon them. 
And thus, when in years tocome others shall visit you from afar and give expres- 
sion to the sentiments inspired by a view of the Anglo-Jewish camp, they too, will 
find no words that will describe more faithfully the impression created than, 
“ How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, thy habitations, O Israel!” Amen.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


En route from Russia to England Mr. Arnold White had a Conference at 

berg with Karl Emil Franzos, the eminent author, representing the Russo- 
Jewish Refugees Committee in Berlin ; and Dr. Kuranda, of Vienna. It was agreed 
hat the best direction in which to guide the tide of Jewish emigration was toward 
the Argentine Repablic. It was also agreed that it was impossible to come to any 
rangement by which the emigrating Jews could be allowed to settle in Palestine. 
Consequently committees have been formed at Odessa and at other ports with the 
object of carrying out the plans of the Conference. 


In acknowledging the receipt, from the Hon. Secretary of the Sydney Branch of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, of a copy of the Russo-Jewish Committee’s pamphlet 
on the persecutions, the Cardinal Archbishop of Sydney wrote a lengthy letter, in 
which the following passage occurs mf beg to essure you that my entire 
sympath is with your co-religiovists in the suffering to which they are at present 
subjected in the Russian dominions. Furthermore, I do not hesitate to affirm that 
not only the Catholic community, but the whole public sentiment of Australia is 
. associated with me in this heartfelt sympathy. ere Russia a minor State the 
other Powers of Europe would have intervened long ago to prevent those deeds of 
persecution of which we read every day in the public press; but because it isa 
military empire all Europe remains silent, and permits it to pursue unchecked its 
career of cruelty and outrage. Believe me to remain, your devoted servant, PATRICK 
F. CagpInAL Moran, Archbishop of Sydney.” 

An appeal signed by the Burgomaster of Amsterdam and many other of the 
leading puolic men in that city hasbeen addressed to the people of Holland, solici- 
ting hely for the persecuted Jews in Russia. The monies received will be sent to 
the Alliance Israélite Universelle. 

A subscription has been started among the Jews in Mogador in aid of their 
coreligionists in Russia, and in a few days the sum of 600 dollars was collected. 

There are now 1,200 Russian Jews in various Galician towns awaiting their 
departure for foreign parts. They are not allowed to enter Germany without 
having previously secured a steamer passage from a German port. The emigrants 
are travelling under the protection of the Emigration Committee, of which a branch 
has been established on the Austro-Russian frontier, | 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Cironic/e says he learns that Baron 
Alphonse de Rothschild will shortly arrive there in order to come to an amicable 


arrangement with M. Vishnegradsky with reference to the conversion of the last 
Russian loan. | 


Aciroular has been issued by the Department of Police to the effect that no 
one of Jewish origin ean henceforth serve in any police establishment in any 
capacity. 

According to advices received from Russia, the authorities continue to perse- 
euntethe Jews with unabated rigour. Besides this, no Jews are allowed within 
fifty versts of the frontier ; and in most provinces residence in villages is forbidden 
them. An exception is made in villages in the case of those Jews who have for 
twenty years or upwards possessed property in the place, but this privilege is with- 
held if any of the inhabitants protest against it. Numerous expulsions are taking 


place in the towns of Charkoff, Kieff,and Moscow. Six weeks agoa man was ex- 


pelled, but the authorities promised that his wife should be allowed to stay. When 
six weeks had passed over, the police came and led off the woman with her chil- 
dren and their few pieces of furniture to the next small town, and left them lying 
helpless in the road, A well known ecientific man, fifty years of age, who for 
many years had kept a school in Odessa, was expelled. A woman who was every 
moment expecting her confinement, was not allowed to remain ; she had to set out 
on her journey, and gave birth to a child in a railway carriage, and now lies dan- 
gerously ill at Oswiecim in Austria. Altogether these unfortunate people receive 
scarcely anything from their fellow citizens for their possessions—sometimes only 
a few roubles for a whole house, to obtain which they worked for many years. 
Consequently it often happens that the expelled persons destroy and break all 
their belongings. Under the pretence of sparing them the police authorities ex- 
tort money from them, and this goes on till they have nothing left, and finally 
they are expelled after all. A regular emigration passport is expensive, and so the 
emigrant is forced for several weeks to wait for an opportunity to escape secretly 
across the frontier, or by means of bribery to smuggle himself across, but he is 
generally arrested. This is why most of the emigrants are in want of everything, 
and appear ragged, dirty, and miserable—Daily News.

BIRMINGHAM. 


The Committee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, West Norwood, have 
nomivated Mr. M. L. Dight an Honorary Life Governor of the Institution in con- 
sideration of his valuable services in the formation of the first Orphan Aid Society. 

The Council of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation at a meeting held on 
July 19th, had under consideration a report from the 12 gentlemen appointed a 
Committee to consider as to the advisability of establishing a Shechita Board. The 
Council will recommend the following laws to the next annual general meeting 
for adoption and incorporation among the laws of the congregation :—(1.) The 
supervision of all matters connected with the Shechita should be relegated toa 
Committee, to be called the Committee for the regulation of the affairs of the 
Shechita, consisting of five members of the Council, five free members not members 
of the Council, and two members of the Clergy to be elected annually, and the 
President and Treasurer of the congregation ex-officio. (2.) The mode of election 
shall be as follows :—The Council at their first meeting shall elect five members of 
their own body to serve for the ensuing year. The election of the five free members 
shall be by ballot. On the same day as the first meeting of the Council, four 
scrutineers, two of whom shall be members of the Council, and two free members 
not of the Council, previously appointed by the Council, shall meet in the school- 
room to receive the votes in favour of those who have been previously nominated 
for election on the Committee to superintend the affairs of the Shechitah, and their | 
_ report shal! be made to the Council on the same day. The Committee thus consti- 

tuted shall at their first meeting elect two members of the Clergy, past or present 
paid officers of the congregation, to serve for the ensuing year. (3.) The functions 
of the Committee #0 elected shall be the superintendence of all matters connected 
with the Shechita. They shall presenta report and balance-sheet half-yearly to 
the Council, They shall appoint all butchers and = required, and make 
the n arrangements with them. They shall have power to engage and 
discharge the necessary officers, but no officer shall be engaged or discharged except 
by at least a two-thirds majority of the members of the Committee present and 
voting, such two-thirds to consist of not less than seven members. The Committee 
shall make its own bye-laws, subject to the confirmation of the annual general 
meeting. (4.) That the mode of raising the necessary funds for the proper carry- 
ing on of the business of the Shechita, be left in the hands of the Committee for 
the superintendence of the affairs of the Shechita. Meanwhile, by virtue of the 
power vested in them by Law 12, and to test the scheme by practical working, the 
Council have resolved to act upon these Laws until the next annual general 
meeting.
